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Some Thoughts About Books 


By Lou LaBrant, New York University 


T is not an accident, nor is it a mere 
symptom—the burning of books which 
our generation has seen done by an 

entire nation. Books are more than a sym- 
bol of the humanity for which mankind 
has struggled since the days of the cave 
man. For in a very true sense our lan- 
guage—the ability, that is, of man to use 
abstract symbols for communication—is 
our escape from an animal existence. True, 
some students find in the sniffings and 
howling and barking and singing of beasts 
some elements of communication; but the 
ability through language to project oneself 
into the future or to link oneself with the 
long past is human, and depends upon lan- 
guage. Doubtless at one time it was pos- 
sible to hand down from generation to 
generation the discoveries (at least the 
chief ones) about the earth and man’s 
place in it. But with the multiplying of 
knowledge about the universe, we have 
come to depend upon books to tell the 
story. Deprived of written records we 
would not be long in losing our science, 
our philosophy, our religion. The marvel 
that a man now living may project his 
thinking into the mind of someone as yet 
unborn is the miracle of language, only 
matched by the joy of discovering in some 
ancient book that long ago another man 
thought as one of us thinks today. 

We see, therefore, that through language 
man is able to make himself a part of a 
stream of life, and to participate in what 
has gone before and to change what is to 
come. Written language has enormously 
enlarged his powers in this matter, and 
has made possible the inventions and dis- 
coveries which depend upon long-time 
study and utilization of many items of 


human experience. The dependence of 
our universities upon books illustrates the 
point. Our zeal for recording a discovery 
or a theory emphasizes the role that man 
is constantly attempting to play in the 
future. 

In times like this, the ability of a human 
being to see himself as part of this long 
stream of human living instead of a unit 
threatened by early extinction, is enor- 
mously important. The terrors of bomb- 
ing, of submarines, or of mechanized 
warfare, threatening whole nations, would 
be overwhelming if we could know only 
the present. Anyone who teaches children 
and youth is aware of the fears they have 
that this is the worst of all times, that the 
world is going to pieces before their eyes. 
An illustration may clarify the point, and 
indicate the role reading may play. 

A group of high school juniors not long 
since reported that they could not give 
their attention to study, because the world 
was too uncertain and they were having 
to face questions never before raised. In 
general they gave evidence of confusion 
and fear. This was a natural reaction to 
the excitement of the early months of our 
participation in war. The teacher sug- 
gested that they read together two plays: 
Hamlet and a Greek tragedy. These could 
scarcely be thought of as escape litera- 
ture, since the plots concerned the very 
problems troubling the youngsters. The 
effect, however, was heartening. As these 
boys and girls read of Hamlet’s resentment 
at what life demanded, as they heard him 
speak their own words 


The time is out of joint. O cursed spite 
That ever I was born to set it right

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they found themselves sharing life with an 
ages-long succession of youth burdened 
by the sins and mistakes of their elders. 
In the Greek tragedy they discovered the 
same experience. These books did not 
produce depression; rather they gave 
courage to continue. Another class re- 
read the wanderings of Ulysses, and traced 
his journeys around the Mediterranean. 
Even the least observing noted that he 
stopped on shores now heatedly contested; 
that the cities (or sites of cities) and 
islands of significance then are points of 
conflict today. Was man’s direction, his 
refuge, and his objective dependent upon 
the bays and narrows and rocky points of 
the earth then as now? There is strength 
in such common experiences. 

If written language is an active force, 
the value of books from the past must 
depend in part upon the active use of 
books of the present. Just as the young- 
sters who were asking Hamlet’s question 
today understood the play better than 
those who were unconcerned about the 
world, so it is true that those who read 
and gain understanding through today’s 
books will be most able to see meanings 
in the records of the past. It therefore 
behooves us to protect and further our 
use of books during this present critical 
period of human existence. By steps more 
rapid than we can comprehend, the world 
is increasing its demands upon us. Who 
could have imagined fifty years ago that 
an army of seven million men would be 
taught by our government to understand 
and respect the cultures of North Africa 
and New Guinea and India and China? 
And yet the little handbooks put into the 
kits of our soldiers are attempting to do 
just that. Suddenly the average man is 
required to have an active understanding 
which until a few months ago was the 
possession of a few gifted and privileged 
world travelers. All of this means that we 
have an immensely increased need for 
books, and for books which will give us 
understanding of whole cultures. 


We all know that impersonal statements 
are easily accepted and then ignored. A 
man may assent to the saying that all men 
are brothers and immediately after be 
angry because a servant fails to show some 
desired obedience or deference. We have 
frequent examples of people who talk 
generously about fighting the war to de- 
fend democracy, but who in their own 
villages are guilty of racial and religious 
bigotry. That is not necessarily because 
people are hypocritical or stupid. It comes 
from failure to make the general state- 
ment real in terms of individuals and with 
warm emotional responses. We are all 
familiar with the person who listens to a 
logical argument without raising a single 
objection, only to amaze us at the close by 
saying: “Yes, all that seems true, but I 
once knew a man who...” The one in- 
timate experience outweighs the generali- 
zations because it is vivid and is emotion- 
ally established. This again illustrates the 
point that one of our most effective devices 
for teaching or developing understanding 
is that literature which presents human 
problems in terms of individuals whom we 
learn to love or to hate. At no time pre- 
viously have libraries and schools had 
greater need to assist men and women, 
boys and girls, to feel as well as say that 
they are a part of a world of human 
beings. Dragon Seed may well be more 
effective than a dozen books on the gen- 
eral problem of our relation to China. 

As a world of nations we face problems 
which involve every person on the globe. 
It is thinkable that they are as great in 
extent as human problems can ever be. 
These will have to be debated repeatedly, 
and certainly no one in his senses would 
wish to lessen by one word the discussion 
from which should emerge. the best possi- 
ble thinking which combined intelligences 
can do. The complexity of the problems 
and the heat with which many of us ap- 
proach them, with the added difficulties of 
finding times and places for sustained 
public discussion—all of these place great 
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responsibility and great importance on 
books and articles. These can make for an 
economy and coherence in discussion, 
since by presenting a total point of view 
they allow us to focus on points of dif- 
ference. Consequently the book on the 
problems of today and tomorrow is no 
longer one to file in a private library. It 
is today the book to circulate, to lend, to 
use as a basis for discussion. Emphasis 
should be placed upon constructive dis- 
cussions of plans for a postwar world. 
One does not, however, become a reader 
along with getting the vote. Reading is a 
way of behaving, a habit and understand- 
ing of communication, which begins with 
the first word the child reads. Rich mate- 
rials, chosen in terms of the understand- 
ings, questions, interests, and abilities of 
children lead to the kind of reading which 
has been discussed. The little child will 
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not generalize; he will merely know that 
through books he feels somewhat at home 
in the long ago and far away, and with 
friends in distant lands. No teacher or 
librarian should forget that these under- 
standings and attitudes are critical expe- 
riences. They are something much more 
important and basic than scores on a read- 
ing test. 

Books we must have for escape, for 
sheer pleasure, for their beauty and 
amusement values. But let us not forget 
that the printed page is something more 
significant than a device for recreation; it 
is a mark of our quality as human beings, 
a basic means for preserving what we have 
worked out about life. There are bad 
books and good books; but the making of 
books per se is a symbol so significant 
that we can well hope the saying is true, 
“Of the making of books there is no end.” 


Democracy is not a theory. It did not come out like a Mickey Mouse from the magic inkwell 
of a political scientist. It was not invented by scholars but created by the people. They 
made it with blood, sweat, and tears. It is their way of life. It was born and can only die, 
with them. The collective character of its origin is so manifest that no single man can 
claim to be the father of democracy, for the same reason that no individual is the father of 
truth. The life of democracy began when men first understood the dignity of labor. The 
slaves who rose against their masters, the serfs who rebelled against their lords, the 
bourgeois who challenged the aristocrats, the citizens who fought on the barricades, the 
workers on strike and in picket lines, the people who died fighting tyranny in American, 
French, Mexican, and Russian revolutions, and more recently the millions who have fought 
barbarism on any of the world battlefields where Nippo-Nazi-Fascist hordes were halted: 
they made democracy. They fought and died for freedom and justice.

Only people who know what they are fighting for can fight as the Russians have done for 
more than a year. These are not illiterate peasants driven on by their superiors to die a 
fatalistic death. They are fighting for a country they love and for a social order which is 
of their making. How far, beyond this, their war aims are the war aims of the democratic 
nations is a matter for conjecture. There is hope however in one of the basic assumptions 
of the Soviet theory of the state: that eventually the state will become less and less impor- 
tant, to give way to the creative action of the free individual. On this basis, if properly 
understood, the present comradeship in arms may develop into lasting co-operation, with 
Russia and the Western countries pursuing in different ways and yet united the road to 
freedom.

Stina retold an old French proverb while I raked and hoed, which she wanted me always 
to bear in mind: To be happy for a day, drink wine; to be happy for three days, kill your 
pig and eat him; to be happy for a week, get married; but to be happy all your life, plant a 
garden.
